1. Paragraphs [02]-[04]: please see the following amendments.

[03] One of examples of disposable diapers is disclosed in Japanese Patent Publication No. 94-93901 . I'his 
publication pertains to an absorb e nt ortiolo a disposable diaper having a dual barrier system which can avoid side 
leakage [[with]] using a standing cuff and a gasketing cuff. 

[04] However, according - to - tho invontors' study, even thoutih the standing cuff and the gasketing cull are used 
in the dual barrier system, the side leakage cannot properly be avoided a barri e r e ff e ct to avoid tho nid e l e nkng e i s 
limitod d e spit e th e dual barri e r s}'3t e m, and it is found that much highor barrier offoot can b e obtain e d by utilizing 
a rs fe -- tt€; t urally consider e d standing cuff without th e gask e ting cuff .

4. Stretching member 60 

Please see proposed amendments to paragraph [01 58] and claim 54: 

[158] In the embodiment shown in Figs. 14, 15 and 17. the stretching members 60 for lifting are respectively 
disposed between the liquid impervious back sheet 12 and the absorbent structure AB, Further, in a plane view, 
as shown in Fig. 13, in each leg portion of the diaper, the stretching member 60 for hfting is not superposed On the 
narrow portion of the absorbent core 13, while in front end and back end of the diaper, it is superposed on the 
laterally extended portions of the absorbent core 13. In other words, the stretching member 60 is not superposed 
on the narrowest width portion of the absorbent core 13, while the member is superposed on the widest width 
portion of the core. 



54. (Currently Amended) The disposable absorbent article as defined in Claim 53, wherein 

said absorbent core has a hourglass-like shape having a wide width portion and a narrow width portion by 
constricting both side portions of the absorbent core so that the constricted side portions respectively encircle the; 
wearer's legs, and 

said stretching members disposed between said liquid impervious sheet and said absorbent structure are arranged 
to overlap with said the [[wide]] widest width portion, but not to overlap with the narrow narrowest width portion.

said proximal edge of the standing sheet is fixed to corresponding one of the laterally extended portions of said 
liquid impervious sheet and the corresponding one of the laterally extended portions of said liquid pervious sheet.
